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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The rejection of claims 10 and 11 over Kueppers '483 is 
herby withdrawn based on applicants remarks.. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants claims do not recite a radial 
composition containing a radial block copolymer but actually. Furthermore claim 3 actually recites that the radial block copolymer has a 
diblock copolymer despite the fact that diblock copolymer is not encompassed at all by the structure shown in claim 1 . Applicants have not 
been clear as to which of the claim elements recited by the claims and present in their arguments are not present in the prior art. For 
instance applicants arguments make reference to the presence of tackifiers even though Lechat requires them. Applicants are reminded 
that the instant claims recite "about" and the term about allows for some leeway. Applicants arguments would appear to imply that the 
term "about" implies almost no leeway whatsoever given the amounts recited in comparative Example 1 and Example 2 in the table in 
paragraph 1 1 8 of Lechat and in fact even imply that "about" narrows the scope of the claims with re to their remarks pertaining to the 
double patenting rejection. With re to Lechat and "disposable" articles, Lechat adhesion of "disposables" in paragraph 99. Applicants 
admit in their response to the rejection under 35 USC 112 second paragraph that diblock are present in radial block copolymers (although 
it is the position of the examiner that they are not actually part of the radial block copolymers as radial block copolymers do not 
encompass diblock copolymers). Diblock copolymers are linear and hence it is not clear how it can be argued that linear block copolymers 
are not present in the prior art.. 
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
